Proclamation of the Governor. 

The President's call for 300,000 volunteers, 
to serve three^yeara or during the war, to fill 
up the old regiments, makea the allotment to 
Kentucky of 12,000 to be raised. 

This call must be met, either by volun- 
teers, or by draft, at an early day. The 5th 
of January is set by the President as the 
time of ordering the draft. This will 
give time for Congress to repeal the $300 ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers will receive the liberal bounty 
and increased pay offered by the Govern- 
ment; the conscript will not. Volunteers 
select their own company and regiment — 
the conscript will be assigned without re- 
gard to his wishes. The volunteer will be 
honored by his companions in arms and by 
his country — the conscript will not. 

Recruiting officers will be detailed from the 
various regiments and assigned their recruit- 
ing posts by the Adjutant General. The 
proportion due from each connty, to equalize 
the service from the commencement of *he 
war, will be made known by the Adjutant 
General, and notice thereof given. Each 
county will be required to furnish its allot- 
ment either in volunteers or conscripts. 

Recruiting for the twelve months service 
will cease with the authorities heretofore 
given, so soon as tho regimeuts forming are 
filled.' 

Let no man say he would volunteer if it 
were for defense of the State or to serve in 
the State. Facts answer such declarations. 
For months you have been called on for 
such service, and failed to respond. This 
service is now closed to you. 

Kentucky now is, find must continue to be, 
expOHed so long as there are rebel armies in 
the field. Guerrilla raids will cease when the 
rebel armies are broken up. The only ae 
curity to your Slate against invasions and 
raids, is the destruction of the rebel armies 
Were our old regiments full even to the 
minimum, the days of rebellion would be 
numbered, and but few The true defense of 
your State therefore is by filling the old reg 
imenta now in the field. This will give a 
crushing force, which must soon sweep the 
rebel armies from the field. 

It's better for you, and for the service that 
you enlist in the old regiments, it secures 
you from much of the dangers of camp and 
field, and greatly increases your efficiency 
as a soldier. These regiments are now his 
toric. They are ennobled by deeds of brave 
suffering and lofty heroism. Their banners 
bear inscriptions of living memories. By 
volunteering yon will become a sharer in 
in those living memories and historic glories. 
If you would preserve the honorable name 
of you county, volunteer. If you would 
not humiliate your noble companions 
arms, volunteer. If you would save your 
homes and State from desoiation, and your 
county from ruin volunteer. If you would not 
shame the memory of your fathers, volunteer. 
Remember that Kentucky has never waited 
for a draft. Kentucky patriotism is not 
constrained, but is the voluntary homage 
of loyalty to the Government of our fathers. 
It is the inner voice of love to our free in- 
stitutions, which voluntarily responds to the 
call for defense of the priceless heritage. 
Frame no excuses — the call admits of none. 
Kentucky will meet her allotment. It is 
noble to meet it voluntarily. Look to the 
honor of your respective counties — for equali- 
ty will be enforced. 

The defense of your homes, of your 
State, your Government, your liberties ; the 
vindication of your honor, the veneration 
for the memories of your lathers ; all the 
cherished hopes of the future, urge you to a 
prompt, voluntary response to this call to 
duty. Kentuckians, who will hesitate ? 
We shall see.

Loyai.tt in Arkansas. — A letter from Lit- 
tle Rock, says : 

The loyalty of Arkansas has been testified 
to in a substantial manner by the enlist- 
ments into our service. Three regiments of 
infantry are nearly filled, and the fourth 
and fifth are in progress of formation. This 
it should be remembered, is from a State 
that has been scoured again and a^aiu for 
men to impress into the rebel army, and 
where but few able-bodied citizens managed 
to escape. The county of Yell has given 
five hundred volunteers to our cause, 
and other counties have done nearly as 
well. It is estimated that there will be from 
eight to ten thousand volunteers iu Arkan- 
sas in the next three months. This does not 
include the many hundred refugees who fled 
to our lines early in the war, and enlisted 
into regiments from other States. The 
masses of the people in Arkansas are loyal, 
and would have remained so if they had 
been let alone. 



Honors to Oen Grant and his Army. — 
In the Federal House on the 8th hist., Mr. 
Washburne, of Illinois, offere I a resolution 
returning the thanks of Congress lo Major: 
General Grant, and the officers and soldiers 
who have fought under him during the rebel- 
ion, and providing that the President cause 
a medal to be struck lor General Grant in 
the name of the United States.

The Meeting of Congress. 

Congress will meet on Monday. It may 
be doubted whether any deliberative body 
ever met under more serious circumstances. 
The finances of our country are in a most 
distracted condition We are invaded from 
every point of the compass. One of our 
armies has just met with a disastrous defeat. 
It has become evident that no State will re 
cognize us. Every demagogue cries out 
"crisis" in the most peaceful times, wherever 
his own election is in danger. There is no 
doubt that we are in a crisis now, and a rea 
crisis — not such an one as demagogues de- 
light in creating for their own advantage. 

In such a crisis what does it behoove Con- 
gress to do?

Mr. Cox- 
etter, ol Greenham Mills, at Newberry, was 
entrusted with the work. 

At five o'clock iu the morning, *'on the 
28th day of June, he caused two Southdown 
sheep to be shorn. The wool was washed, 
carded, stubbed, roved, spun and woven; the 
cloth was scoured, fulled, tented, raised, 
sheared, dyed and dressed; the tailor was at 
hand, and made up ami finished the cloth 
into garments, and at a quarter past six in 
the evening, Sir John Throckmorton eat 
down to dinner at the head ol his guests 
in a complete damask-colored suit that had 
been thus made — winning the wager, with 
an hour and three quarters to spare. Of 
course, every possible preparation was made 
beforehand; but still the achievement was 
sufficiently remarkable, and was long talked 
of with pride among the clothiers.

Allairs ia the South and West — General 
Grant. 

Ever since the war began there has been 
steady onward progress and success for ihe 
National arms. There have, of course, been 
momentary checks, such as a vast current 
meets with from sunken rocks or sudden 
curves. But the mighty current sweeps on 
and over all obstacles, and nothing coulroli 
or turns it back; ever onward, evereure, ever 
irresistible. Such has been the current of 
warfare in the West and South. 

Has it been so on the ''sacred soil" of 
Virginia? Has not the tide of battle swayed 
to and fro like the meeting currents of the 
ocean? One time the stronger current reels 
back the other; and anon the other proves 
the more powerful, hurling back antagonistic 
forces. 

Why is there this difference between the 
eastern and western armies? There is as 
much pluck, as much energy, courage, en- 
durance, and more discipline ami harder 
drill, upon the part ol the eastern troops, 
as there can be on that of the western 
Why, then, the difference in results? There 
can be no answer, save in the difference ol 
leadership. 

West Point, in the East, seems to give ti9 
only circumscribed technicalities — fighting 
only according to recognized rule9 ot war- 
fare, such as some reputed dictum of Napo 
leon, or some precept Jomini lays down, 
which could never have been possibly ap 
plied to any circumstances ol civil war like 
ours. In the West, breathing the Iree air 
of the mountains and broad prairies — drink- 
ing in the inspirations that the vastness of 
Nature gives — the magnificent rolling of 
the Ohio, the turbulent swelling of the Mis- 
souri, the grand sweep of the "Father of 
Waters,'' seem to loosen their brains from 
the mere forms of the schools, to enlarge their 
imagination, and thereby their grasp ol 
thought, and conform their ideas to the 
grandeur of the world about them. 

Hence the victories continuous — consecu- 
tive, brilliant — in the West and Southwest. 
Look at Pea Ridge, first and second Helena, 
Fort Donalson, Shiloh, Iuka, Corinth, Mur- 
freesboro, Port Hudson, Vicksburg, Chat 
tanooga, all glorious and radiant with the 
shining achievements of the National arms 
What offsets to these have we in the East ? 
Antietam and Gettysburg. These were 
fought, too, as defensive rather than as ag 
gressive battles. 

But who, among these leaders, has thus 
far towered head and shoulders above all 
his compeers? Let Banks, Rosecraus, Meade, 
or all or any of the successful leadersof the 
war be named, and who among them can 
exhibit so shining and magnificent a record 
of constant uufaiiing successes as Ulysses S 
Grant — often familiarly called "United 
States'' Grant, and known fondly prnong his 
soldiers as "Unconditional Surrender" Grant. 
If there is any "coining man" iu this war,

correctly stated in his oath, or who has 
en enlisted or mustered without taking a 
formal oath, a discharge oan be obtained on- 
ly upon a full statement of all the facts in 
proper form, addressed to the discretion ot 
the Secretary of War. 



BQ^Gen. A. L. Lee, who has been distin- 
guishing himself in the vicinity of Iberia 
and Vermillion, Louisiana, of late, is said 
to be a native of New England, but entered 
the service as Colonel of a Kansas regiment.

A Three Days Fiaht — Storming of Mis- 
sion Kidge— Taking ot Lookout Moun- 
tain, fee. 

Chattannoooa, Tenn , Nov. 30, 1S63. 
In accordance with a trite, though some- 
what ludicrous saying, I will "begin at the 
beginning," by giving you the military status 
of the 2d brigade, Gen. Hazen commanding ; 
3d divisiou, Gen. Wood commanding ; 4th 
army corps, Maj. Gen. Gordon Granger 
commanding ; as it is to these I am at- 
tached, and will therefore most particular- 
ly allude. Well, the 2d brigade is com- 
posed of the following nominal skeleton 
regiments, to wit i 6th Ohio, 6th Kentucky, 
6th Indiana, 124lh, 41st, 93d', and 1st Ohio, 
and the 23d and 5th Kentucky. On or 
about the 20th inst., an order was issued or- 
ganizing the foregoing regiments of this 
brigade into battalions, as lollows : 41st and 
93d t>. V. L, Colonel Wiley, of the 41st. 
commanding; 5th Kentucky (Louisville 
Legion) and 6th Indiana, Colonel W. W. 
Berry, 5th Kentucky, commanding ; 6th 
Ohio. Lieut Col. Christopher, commanding ; 
124th O. V. I , and 6th Kentucky, Lieut. 
Col Pickands, commanding ; 23d Kentucky 
and 1st O. V. I., Lieut. Col. Langdon, com- 
manding. The above was the formation of 
each battalion, which was varied a little on 
Monday, 23d inst , but in which order of 
organization they went into line of battle 
and fought on Wednesday. 
♦ ###***< 

Col. W. W. Berry, of the 5th Kentucky 
(Louisville Legion), has again covered him- 
self with glory. During the storming of the 
Ridge, and whilst nearing its top, he was 
successively wounded in three or four places, 
and was unhorsed. A soldier ol the 5th 
Kentucky, noting the situation ot his brave 
and dauntless leader, called to some of his 
comrades to assist in bearing the Colonel to 
the foot ol the hill. "Carry me up, boys, if 
you carry me any place I" exclaimed the 
model hero, smarting with the pain of sev- 
eral severe wounds. He was accordingly 
borne to the top of the Ridge, placed upon 
his horse, and he continued to inspire bis 
loving men with his devoted presence, until 
his voice failed, from physical exhaustion, 
to utter the word of command. "Carry me 
up, boys!" Think of it, reader, the shot 
and shell falling thick around him and him- 
self wounded! Will the "powers that be" 
carry him up to his merited niche, or will 
they continue to court the scorn of this ar- 
my for their palpable dereliction ? If ever 
an officer meritoriously deserved a * it is in 
the pereon of the brave, efficient, heroic, gal- 
lant Col. W. W. Berry. 

Lieut. Col. Langdon of the 1st Ohio, an- 
other brave and fearless officer, was severely 
wounded. 

A sergeant of the 93d Ohio, whose name 
we have failed to learn, succeeded in eaptur- 
ing a stand of colors from the enemy in a 
gallant and daring manner. 

A rebel lieutenant, who was wounded and 
subsequently fell into our hands, expresed in 
terms of wonder and admiration, what he 
lermed the wholesale bravery of our unex- 
pected assault. He further asserted that, as 
far as he was aware, Bragg had not enter- 
tained the remotest idea that the Ridge 
would ever be stormed, and, least of all. 
that he would have been attacked and 
ousted in the manner that he was! It is 
indeed calculated to challenge the wonder 
and admiration of both friend and foe; 
but we will not endeavor to "gild refined 
gold " 

All is quiet her* now. Our army is par- 
tially ou the move, but it would be contra 
band to state in what direction they are 
marching.

The Exemption Question. — For the bene 
fit of those who may draw a prize in the 
forthcoming draft and fail to obtain exetnp 
tion on the ground of physical disability or 
other cause*, we will state that it is made 
the duty of the surgeon to examine every 
conscript who may report tor duty ; but an 
order from the Provost Marshal General 
grant* to every one the right to commute af- 
ter having failed to procure exemption by any 
other means. The following is a copy ol 
the order filed with conscripting Provost 
Marshal* on the subject:' "A person drafted 
into the military service of the United St- tes, 
under the provisions of the act of March 3, 
1863, chapter 75, for enrolling and calling 
out the national forces, and lor other pur- 
poses, claiming exemption from draft by rea- 
son ot any disability as provided in said act, 
has the right to have the question of his 
disability submitted to and passed upon by 
the Board of Enrollment, whose decision 
thereon is final. If the Board shall have 
decided that the claimant is liable to serve 
he has the right after such decision against 
him to pay his commutation money, or fur- 
nish a substitute, within such extended time 
as may be fixed by order of the Board ot 
Enrollment for his appearance forduty."

How the President Spends Ills Time. 

In one of his reeent letters from Washing- 
ton to the Boston Journal, "Perly" gives 
some details of the daily life of the Presi 
dent. He says : 

Mr. Lincoln is an early riser, and he thu* 
is able to devote two or three hours each 
morning to his voluminous private corres- 
pondence, besides glancing at a city paper 
At nine he breaklasts — then walks over to 
the War Office to read »uch war telegrams 
as they give him, (occasionally some are 
withheld,) and to have a chat with Gen 
Halleck on the military situation, in which 
he takes a great interest. Beturning to the 
White House, he goes through the morning's 
mail, in company with a private secretary. 
Some letters are indorsed and sent to the 
Departments — others are entrusted to the sec 
retarv, who makes a minute of the reply which 
he is to make — and others the President re- 
tains, that be may answer them himself. 
Every letter receives attention, and all which 
are entitled to a reply receive one, no mat- 
ter how they are worded, or how inelegant 
the chirography may be. 

Tuesdays and Fridays are Cabinet days, 
but on other days, visitors at the White 
House are requested to wait in the ante- 
chamber, and send in their cards. Some- 
times, before the President has finished 
reading his mail, Louis will have a handful 
of pasteboard, and from thecardslaid before 
him, Mr. Lincoln has visitors ushered in 
giving precedence to acquaintances. Three 
or four hours do they pour in, in rapid suc- 



cession, nine out of ten asking offices, and, 
patiently doe* the President listen to their 
pplications. 

Care and anxiety have furrowed hi* eith- 
er homely feature*, yet, occasionally he is 
"reminded of an anecdote," and good-humor- 
ed glances beam from his clear, gray eyes, 
while his ringing laugh shows that he is 
not "used up" yet. The simple and natural 
manner in which he delivers his thoughts 
make him appear to those visiting him, 
like an earnest, affectionate friend He 
makes little parade of his legal science, 
and rarely indulges in speculative proposi- 
sitions, but states his ideas iu plain Anglo- 
Saxon, illuminated by many lively images 
and pleasing allusions, which seem to flow 
as if in obedience to a resistless impulse of 
his nature. Some newspaper admirer at- 
tempts to deny that the President tells sto- 
ries. Why, it is rarely that any one is in 
his company for fifteen minutes without 
hearing a good tale, appropriate to the sub- 
ject talked about. Many a metaphysical 
argument does he demolish by simply tell- 
ing an anecdote, which exactly overturns 
the verbal structure. 

About 4 o'clock the President declines 
seeing any more company, and often ac- 
companies his wife in her carriage, to take a 
drive. He is fond of horseback exercise, 
and when passing the summer at the Sol- 
dier's Home, used generally to go to and fro 
in the saddle. 

The President dines at 6, and it is rare 
that some personal Iriends do not grace the 
round dinning table, where he throws otf 
the cares of office," &c , Ac.

Draw- 
bridges are generally all closed; switches 
are not so liable to be misplaced, as they 
are less used; the signals for trains are 
more certain for lights are used and can be 
seen further The engineer has nothing to 
divert his attention by night. Rocks and 
trees are no more liable to fall upon the 
track by night than by day, nor are cars 
more liable to break at One time than an 
other. The passenger in a night car is 
more apt to keep bis seat and remain quiet 
by night, and that is the safest thing he can 
do in a railway car.

The President of the United States having 
issued a call for 300,000 volunteers, the quo- 
ta assigned to Kentucky amounts, to 12,701. 
This nu mher should be raised by volunteering, 

for which time is given until the fifth day of 
January next. Should the enlistments not 
amount to the required number by that day, a 
draft will be enforced to make up tbe deficit. 

The accompanying list shows the exaat 
number each County will be required to 
furnish. Many of these sub-districts have 
already exceeded their proportions, and con- 
sequently no assignment is now made them. 
The enlistments will be entirely for those 
Regiments now in the field, and for the space 
of three years or during the war. A premi- 
um of $15 for each new recruit, or $25 for 
each "Veteran," will be paid the party pro- 
ducing him. as soon as the recruit reaches 
the place of general rendezvous. Bounties 
of $302 to new recruits, and of $402 to those 
who have served at least nine months, will 
be paid in convenient installments, the first 
of which amounting, with advance pay, to 
$75, will be given the recruit on his arrital 
at the camp of general rendezvous at Louis- 
ville, and before his departure to the field. 
An earlier expiration of the war will still 
leave the recruit entitled to his full bounty. 

Details from every Company in the service 
will act as Recruiting Agents in (Jie various 
sub districts. Entire harmony of action 
exists between Maj. Sidell, U. S. A., acting 
Assistant Provost Marshal General for Ken- 
tucky at Louisville, his District Provost 
Marshals, and the State authorities. 

It behooves every man in Keutucky to la- 
bor for the accomplishment of this common 
good, to assist in enlisting recruits sufficient 
to obviate the draft, which is sure to follow 
if we are delinquent in this duty. Let every 
one lend himself to this patriotic purpose — 
let every neighborhood respond in the most 
triumphant manner to this great moral and 
physical obligation. Let every County de- 
termine to be among the first to satisfy* this 
demand of justice, equality and law. Thosi 
noble districts which have made records so 
proud as to exempt them from the require- 
ment of this order, may write their history 
in still brighter colors by continuiug their 
contributions to our ranks. 

Let it be remembered that, in some manner, 
our quota must be raised — that volunteers re- 
ceive large bounties and drafted men receive 
none — that for every new recruit returned to 
the Provost Marshal $15, ami for every one 
who has served nine months $25 will be paid 
the party producing him; that to the fifth of 
January, 18C4, only is given the privilege of 
filling our quota by voluntary enlistments, 
and that then will follow an inexorable draft 
bearing in its train neither bounty nor honor.
